Of Term on Security Council 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP).— 
Yugoslavia was elected to a seat 
on the UN Security Council today 
as part of a lottery deal under 
which Yugoslavia and the Philip- 
pines will split a two-year term 


The action of the General As- 
sembly @nded a _ record-breaking 
deadlock in which 36 ballots were 
cast during the last two months 
It also cleared the way for quick 
adjournment of the assenbly’s 1955 
Be sion. 

This morning's vote was 43 for 
Yugoslavia, 11 for the Philippines, 
one for Finland and one for Swe- 
den. The .43 was five more than 
the required two-thirds majority of 
those present and voting 

While the split-term deal had the 
backing of both Yugoslavia and the 
Philippines, as well as Russia and 


the big Western, powers, there was 
no vote on the deal as such. The 
assembly mercly Yugo- 
slavia to a two-year term 

The understanding was, however, 
that the Yugoslav delezation would 
resign at the end of one year and 
that the Philippines would then be 
elected. Yugoslavia was chosen to 
serve the first half of the term al- 
ter its name was drawn out of a 
box by assembly president Jose 
Maza last Friday 

The deal was the same as the 
one which had been turned down 
by the assembly last week. The 
vote showed that the pian still was 
unacceptable to many delegates 

While the voting was -secret, 
most of the 11 votes cast for the 
Philippines and the 13 abstaip-rs 
were understood to have been La-

WRITER PREDICTED IT 
Coin-Tossing UN 
More Effective? 


NEW YORK (UP) The 
United Nations made a piece 
of science fiction come true 
today—ahead of schedule 

It accepted the “lottery” 
compromise to resolve the dis- 
pute over a security council 
seat and writer Nathaniel Gor 
don can-enjoy a kind of eerie 
pride—he saw into the future 
or, possibly, he helped to 
make it. 

Gordon dreamed of a day 
when the toss of a coin be 
came an accepted settlement 
of certain thorny interna- 
tional disputes. He wrote it 
down, and his tale was in 
print and on the newsstands, 
in “Astounding Science Fic- 
tion,” at least a month before 
the president of the UN gen- 
eral assembly suggested that 
body draw straws and get on 
its way home for Christmas. 

The futurized fiction began 
in 1956 when an American 


general named Terence 
O'Reilly stumbled on 
chance as the only possible 
settlement for an Arab-Jewish 
dispute. He had a coin cast 
for the occasion; he tossed it, 
and Israel gallantly handed 
Ezypt the right to a disputed 
10 per cent of the River Jor- 
dan's water 

By 1981, O'Reilly had tossed 
the coin and settled with com- 
plete amicability the jurisdic-

* tion of Quemoy and, Matsu Is- 


lands, the India-Pakistan dis- 
pute over Kashmir, the parti- 
tion of Ireland, and several 
other irritating international 
thorns. 

The coin, so the fiction 
goes, wound up enshrined in 
a crystal box at the United 
Nations—when it wasn't out 
settling disputes. 

Gordon is a pseudonym for 
American writer Gordon Gas- 
kill, a resident of Switzerland. | 
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tin American and Asian countries 
which had stood behind the Philip- 
pines in the long contesi. Many 
questioned the propriety and the 
legality of the lotiery procedure 


There was no debate prior to the 
voting.

Some Latin-American delegates 
still opposed the plan Monday 
night, contending it set a danger- 
ous precedent which could endan- 
ger the two seats Latin America 
traditionally holds on the council 


BRITAIN DISAGR 


Britain, who backed Yugosiavia's 
candidacy, argued the proposal set 
no precedent because it did not in- 
volve any written commitment by 
anyone to support the Philippines 
next year 

The British delegates also 
pointed out that addition of 16 
countries to the UN membership 
at this session probably would re- 
quire enlarcement of the council 
to make it more representative, 
and thus the split procedure might 
not be necessary 

Assembly President Jose Maza 
of Chile finally came up with a 
“Jottery” solution last week, put- 
ting both names in a ballot box 
and drawing out one Yugo- 
slavia's 

As assembly adjourned loomed, 
word passed around the UN cor- 
ridors today that a number of key 
states, including the big .powers, 
have virtually agreed not to begin 
the 1956 session until after the 
United States presidential election 
next November.

Yugoslavia Draws First Half 


A months-long battle for supplying the Fraser Valley 
with natural gas ended today with award of a certificate 
of public convenience and necessity to the B.C. Electric. 


The certificate was approved 
by the provincial cabinet. 


The certificate contains one 
qualification, that if the munici- 
palities involved object to being 
the B.C. Electric 
they may set up their own 
municipal gas distribution sys- 
téms. 

The BCE won out over Valley 
Natural Gas Distributors Lim- 
ited. Valley offered lower rates 
in its application before the 
PUC, and also offered to sel) its 
system within any municipality 
to the municipality at the end 
of 20 years 

The PUC, in its reasons 
judgment, said that “after very 
careful examination, of the two 
projects, the commission came 
to the conclusions that the B.C 
Electric project was the more 
meritorious, and that it offered 
to consumers in the Fraser Val 
ley an assured supply of natural 
gas at reasonable rates.” 

The B.C. Electric on July 29 
was granted a similar certificate 
for supplying natural gas to the 
Greater Vancouver area 

The PUC said in its decision 
that “the proposals which the 
B.C. Electric submitted for sup- 
plying the Fraser Valley area 
were closely linked with the 
supply of the Greater Vancouver 
area, anal it was contemplated 
that uniform rates would be ex- 
tended to consumers in both 


areas

RECENT SPEECH BY MR. 
Walter Reuther, the distin- 
ished American labor leader, shows 
ow difficult it is for any democratic 
government to cure the economic 
disease known as inflation. As if it 
were a social evil, a blow struck at 
the working man, the American Ad- 
ministration’s hard - money policy 
must be repealed, says Mr. Reuther. 
What is the so-called hard-money 
policy? It is merely a sensible at- 
tempt to prevent the supply of money 
outrunning the supply of goods—in 
other words, to forestall another 
general price increase which would 
injure no one more than the work- 
ers of the nation. 

Mr. Reuther (and labor leaders in 
Canada) ought to remember vividly 
what happens when goods fell short 
of demand, After the last war that 
process doubled prices in North 
America and thereby reduced by 
about half the value of every dollar 
saved by the working people. 

To compensate themselves for the 
increased cost of living, the unions 
asked and received large wage in- 
creases which, in turn, continued to 
press prices upwards. 

Fortunately the productive ma- 
chine of North America proved equal 
to the load imposed upon it. Pro- 
duction rapidly increased, thanks to 
good management and skilled, intel- 
Higent workers, -The- net- reswit- has 
been a large gain in the real wages 
of labor—that is to say, in its actual 
purchasing power as distinguished 
from the figures on the pay. cheque. 
Thus in the United States average 
hourly earnings for January, 1953, 
stood at $1.74. Now they are $1.90. 

If, at the same time, the price of 
goods had continued to rise, those 


gains in money wages would have 
been canceled out. Prices did not rise 
in that period. They stood virtually 
still. Labor held its real gains. 

The same thing has happened 
in Canada. 

Why were the gains held? Be- 
cause the value of money did not de- 
cline. And the value of money did 
not decline because it was well man- | 
aged by the American and Canadian | 
governments under what is called, 
rather misleadingly, the hard-money 
policy. 

In the last several ‘years America | 
has not always enforced a hard- 
money policy. On the contrary, the 
control of credit—the majcr money | 
supply — was relaxed from time to} 
time through the banking system | 
when this seemed wise. At the mo- 
ment, however, the controls - are 
being tightened again to meet a re- 
newed danger of inflation and price 
increases. 

This is the policy, the same policy | 
of maintaining the value of mon2y | 
and all savings, which Mr. Reuther 
and many of his colleagues would 
abolish. 

On second thoughts they should 
see that the first victims of a soft- | 
money policy in a time of inflation- 
ary pressure.would be the working 
people of America. But somehow Mr. 
Reuther and those who think iike |

the cheque, not in the amount of 
goods that the cheque will buy. 

So long as they continue, with all 
their political power, to advocate in- 
flationary policies, the task of fore- 
stalling a serious inflation will re- 
main unnecessarily difficult for any | 
American government, especially in 
an election year. 


A Question of Recognition 


USSIA’S MOST RECENT AT- 

tempt to force the West to ac- 

cord recognition to the East German 

puppet regime has not yet borne 

fruit. But the Soviet action means 

that a showdown must soon take 
place. 

Until a few days ago, the Western 
countries, including the Bonn Repub- 
lic, conducted all their negotiations 
regarding border control and canal 
barge traffic with Soviet officials 
direct. But Moscow has announced 
that in future East German authori- 
ties will have full responsibility for 
“the guarding and control” of East 
German frontiers. 

Similarly the puppet government 
has assumed direct control of barge 
traffic. The significance of the latter 
move lies in the fact that one-quarter 
of West Berlin’s freight, including 
most of its coal, is brought in by 
canal barge. 

Under the 1949 agreement which 
ended the Berlin blockade the West 
has arranged all policy regarding the 
canals directly with the Russians. On 
this basis the western Big Three have 
protested the relegation of authority 
to East German hands.

This is a privilege so far withheld, 
but appears to be the next step in 
liberalized treatment of the Indian 
in respect to liquor. Under present 
regulations and in certain provinces, 
he may drink as much beer as he 
wishes in a beer parlor. He may not 
carry it away to his home. Nor may 
he, unless enfranchised, drink hard 
liquor under any legal circumstances. 
If he becomes enfranchised he then 
has the full privileges of purchase 
and consumption of alcohol granted 
to all other Canadians. The presumed 
ec ae inability of an Indian to 

his liquor is apparently re- 
moved by law. 

The point has been made fre- 
quently in these columns that per- 
mission to consume alcoholic bever- 
ages will probably do the Indian no 

ina physical way. On the other

The situation now is that if a bor- 
der incident, or a question of canal | 
freight traffic arises, the Soviet |

will then be faced with the problem 
of negotiating with a regime it has 
steadfastly refused to recognize as 
the government of East Germany, 
or prolonging the point at issue in- 
definitely while the question of juris- 
diction is thrashed out. 

Since obviously the Soviet action 
is a deliberate attempt to force ac- 
ceptance of its puppet as an indepen- 
dent power, there can be little doubt | 
that an incident will soon be pro-| 
voked—a test case which could easily 
involve much wider issues. 

A measure of the West's determin- 
ation may be seen in Chancellor Ade- 
nauer’s notice that the Bonn republic 
will break off diplomatic relations 
with any country. that recognizes 
East Germany. Any retreat from 
this stand is unthinkable while- Dr. 
Adenauer heads the West German 
government. ‘The German situation 
is therefore once more poised on a 
very delicate balance.

ADVANCED TYPES 


The Soviet air force is now ahead of the 
American air force in the production of 
advanced types in every single important 
category but one—the medium range jet- 
bomber represented in the United States 
by B47s. Even in the vital long-range jet- 
bomber category, the output of B-52s ts 
still lagging well behind the Soviet output 
of “Bisons.” 

Yet the apropriations in the new de- 
fence budget will actually give the United 
States about 30 per cent fewer new air- 
craft than were ordered under the current 
budget 

Other examples could be cited at great 
length. For instance,.there is the fairly 
hair-raising fact that the Soviets are now 
rapidly remodelling at least the core of 
their huge ground forces for atomic war. 
But whereas the Soviets are “atomicizing” 
some scores of divisions, the U.S. Army 
has only been permitted to make this vital 
conversion in one division, with two more 
test divisions partly converted. 

But examples do not need/to be multt 
plied to suggest the real nature of the de- 
fence issue. Phony publicity and mislead- 
ing token gestures have 
concealed the central 
fact. The Soviets have 
spent, are spending and 
clearly intend to con- 
tinue to spend enough 
to provide an enormous, 
fully - modern force -in- 
being at all times, This 
country is not doing any- 
thing of the sort. There- 4 
fore, if the worst hap- 
pens, American soldiers Stewart 
and airmen will go into combat not only 
heavily outnumbered by the enemy, but 
also with weapons far less advanced than 
the enemy’s weapons. 

To maintain an adequate, continuously 
modernized force-in-being is an enorm- 
ously costly task. Maybe the budget bal- 
ancers are right, that the United States 
cannot afford to pay the bill for survival. 
But if that is the settled national policy, it 
might at least be admitted to the country,

will show it or say it without thought 
of reward. I am equally convinced that 
the true artist, consciously or ‘not, must 
draw his inspiration and insight {rom the 
society in which he lives; he cannot talk 
if no one will listen. 

In Canada today the important thing 
is that so many young people trained in 
literature or other things—painting, mu- 
sic, sculpture, drama — feel that they 
have things they must say; and that peo- 
ple will listen.

Itchiness

HERE are many causes for itchiness; or 
pruritus. First, the physician will want 
to see if there is anything wrong with the 
skin. In some cases the skin looks normal; 
er perhaps ;it-ts' scaly-and-too dry. In-other 
cases there is ‘some skin 
disease, or there may bé 
hives. Small hives are com- 
monly due to the eating of 
some food, such as straw- 
berries; while in my expe- 
rience, big hives are gener- 
ally due to some emotional 
storm. The other day, in 
came a woman covered with 
hives as big as a cookie. 
She had been trying to fig- 
ure out what food was caus- Dr. Alvarez 
ing the eruption. I just asked, “What can’t 
you make up your mind about?” She looked 
surprised and said, “Could it be that?” I 
said, “Yes, it is due to that. What is that?” 
And then she told me a story of years ago 
having been in love with a young man. Her 
mother broke this up and married her to an 
elderly man. Recently she met the young 
man again; the old love flared up, and now 
she is unable to make up her mind what to do. 
As my old friend, Dr. John Stokes, of 
Philadelphia, showed time and time again, 
the skin is an organ very much under the 
influence of the mind. I remember learning 
this 45 years ago when I saw a woman with 
a terribly itchy eruption on the side of her 
neck. When I asked a skin specialist what 
he thought of it, he said to the woman, “What 
can't you make up your mind about?” And 
she said, “Could it be that?” Then it turned 
out that this woman's husband had been 
caught stealing considerable sums from his 
company. Because he was much liked by the 
principal stockholder and was very useful in 
the business, nothing had been said and he 
had been put on probation, But the worry 
about this disgrace and uncertainty had 
caused the wife's skin to break out. 


DECISION, THE CURE 

Many a time since then, on recognizing a 
neurodermatitis, or a skin inflammation due 
to nervousness, I have asked the woman what 
was distressing in her life, and have soon 
got an interesting story In one case, the 
woman was suing her husband for a separa- 
tion; in another she had found that the man 
she had just married was a penniless skunk; 
another woman's fiance was trying to get 
out of marrying her, and in another case, 
the woman broke out badly when she was 
trying to make up her mind to cast off a 
useless husband. 


Many of these persons with a neuroder- 
matitis recovered quickly. when: I got them 
to make up their mind. 


Always, of course, when a person has an 
itching skin the physician will get a meas- 
urement made of the blood sugar to rule 
outa heginuing ‘diabetex. 


Many of the persons who have terrible 
itching of the crotch at night would not have 
got into trouble if they hadn't been so nervous, 
afraid, or undecided about something. Some- 
times a phychic cause will make a pre-exist- 
ing chronic skin disease much worse. For 
instance, I have seen persons with psoriasis 
(which in most cases is a mild chronic disease 
with few symptoms) who got a flare-up when 
a daughter contracted an unfortunate mar- 
riage, or a son smashed up the family car. 


What this means is that whenever a per- 
son with an itching skin goes to a physician 
he (or she) had better speak up if there is 
any possible phychic cause, It is silly to hide 
such a problem and say nothing about it. 


I've known a few persons who had an itchy 
skin all their days. They itched all over. One 
such man, a friend of mine, became a famous 
skin specialist. One can easily see why he 
got interested in skin diseases! Many older 
Persons get itchy skins as soon as cold 
weather comes. The little oil glands of the 
skin are not so active when a man is old. 
Usually the skin gets more itchy if the per- 
son bathes often, and especially if he uses 
much soap. The best treatment for itchy 
legs is, each night, to rub into the skin some 
cold cream or oily preparation. This replaces 
the oil that has been washed out. 


TIME TO TAKE IT EASY 

One of the important danger signals of 
disease is the loss of the ability to read 
comfortably. Many a person who is slipping 
into a nervous breakdown or depression will 
admit, when questioned, that he no longer 
can read comfortably. At the office he-can- 
not get the gist quickly out of a business 
document; he has to read it three or four 
times, something that he never' had to do be- 
fore. He can read a brief article in the news- 
paper, but he cannot settle down to read a 
serious article in a monthly journal.. If he 
tries, he finds himself reading the same 
paragraph over and over again, without get- 
ting much meaning out of it or without 
remembering what he read. 


Persons who, for the first time in their 
life, find themselves doing this type of read- 
ing had better ease up and get a rest, or 
they had better see a physician. Their 
trouble shows that their brain is getting so 
tired that it cannot work well.

Traditional: Indian Fish Wheel 
Given New Life by Scientists 


VANCOUVER (CP)—West coast 
fisheries scichtists have come up 
with a new device for catching 
fish—a fish wheel whose basket- 
like revolving: nets scoop salmon 
from river waters 

The rig, mounted on. 22-foot-long 
pontoons, is being used by fisher- 
ies department biologists in Fraser 
river fish-tagging operations. It has 
proved more efficient than the 
former hit-or-miss method of try- 
ing to catch fish with a dip net 

The story of the fish wheels is 
told in the October edition of the 
federal fisheries department's pub- 
lication ‘Trade News" which said 
it actually is an improved version 
of a device used by the Indians in 
catching fish in the Yukon. 

It was a crude Indian fish wheel 
which fisheries biologist Mr. Me 
Laren and engineer K. Lucas saw 
that gave them the idea. The wheel

a sloping trough which deposits 
them gently into a screen-covered 
“tive” fish box 

During tagging operations the 
scientists remove the fish from the 
“tive” box, tag them with plastic 
tags and then release them on the 
upstream side of the rig 

The device was first used in 
September in Fraser river salmon 
tagging operations near Hope, B.C. 
Within 10 minutes the fish wheel 
had scooped up its first live 
salmon, dispelling doubts as to its 
efficiency. The rig requires fewer 
men than the old dip-net method of 
catching fish and the 16-foot sweep 
of its baskets samples a larger 
volume of water . 

Since its installation, the rig has 
caught hundreds of salmon of vari 
ous types which are being tagged 
in connection with scientific studies 
of the migration of the -fish up- 
stream to their spawning areas

A busy stream may have 
toted tons of sand down to an 
ocean. In any case, the sand 
}found itself under fairly calm 
water. For it settled and sank 
in layers to the bottom. 

Also mixed in the water were 
muds and soft clays. These also 
sank and mixed with the sand. 
Some of the soft muds con- 


gritty grains of sand together, 
Pressure from above formed the 
whole mass into solid slabs. It 
only remained for the water 
to drain away. The mixture 
of sand and silt became a dry, 
sedimentary rock—formed from 
sediments of mud and powdered 
stone. 

The colors of sandStone de- 
pend upon the kind\of cement 
used to glue the golden grains 
together. Iron oxides in the 
clay tend to produce handsome 
hues of red, brown and yellow, 
Lime mixed in the cement tends 
to form sandstone of grey and 
whitish tones. Some sandstones 
may go one step further in its 
life history. It may become a 
very hard stone called quart- 
zite. But only sand cemented 
with silica can become 
quartzite.

OTTAWA (CP) —The Uni- 
tarian Service Committee here 
has been doing an unusually 
brisk business this season pro- 
viding “adopted” overseas chil- 
dren as Christmas gifts. 

Dr. Lotta Hitschmanova, USC 
director, said that in eight days 
this month 20 Korean and In- 
dian children were adopted by 
Canatiians and “many of them 
were for Christmas gifts.” 

Under this adoption scheme, 
Canadians become foster par- 
ents by providing funds to spon- 
sor an underprivileged child 
overseas, It costs $60 to sup- 
port a Korean or an Indian child 
for a year. For. European chil- 
dren it’s $45. for three months.

PACKING IN 

In spite of their tender age, 
neither snow nor rains keep 
them from their “claim.” 
Once, packing in through deep 
snow, they’ jettisoned their 
sleeping bags to make the 
going easier. They slept that 
night huddled around the fire. 
Outside temperature was 17 
degrees below freezing 

Jealous of their “lode,” the 
boys don't say where their 
cabin is located. Proud of 
their abilities, they refuse to 
recall the night of terror 
when the “cougar” crawled 
about the cabin roof espe- 
cially since thé warm light of

NEW YORK (UP) The 
United Nations made a piece 
of science fiction come true 
today—-ahead of schedule 

It accepted the “lottery” 
compromise to resolve the dis 
pute over a security council 
seat and writer Nathaniel Gor 
don can enjoy a kind of eerie 
pride..he saw into the future 
or, possibly, he helped to 
make it. 

Gordon dreamed of a day 
when the toss of a coin be- 
came an accepted settlement 
of certain thorny interna- 
tional disputes. He wrote it 
down, and his tale was in 
print and on the newsstands, 
in “astounding science fic- 
tion,” at least a month before 
the president of the UN gen- 
eral assembly suggested that 
body draw straws and get on 
its way home for Christmas. 

The futurized fiction began 
in 1956 when an American 


general named Terence 
O'Reilly stumbled ‘on to 
chance as the only possible 
settlement for an Arab-Jewish 
dispute. He had a coin cast 
for the occasion; he tossed it, 
and Israel gallantly handed 
Egypt the right to a disputed 
10 per cent of the River Jor- 
dan’s water 

By 1981, O'Reilly had tossed 
the coin and settied with com- 
plete armnicability the jurisdic 
tion of Quemoy and Matsu Is- 
lands, the India-Pakistan dis- 
pute over Kashmir, the parti- 
tion of Ireland, and several 
other irritating international 
thorns. 

The coin, so the fiction 
goes, wound up enshrined in 
a crystal box at the United 
Nations—-when it wasn't out 
settling disputes.
